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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the continuing 
data in page 1 is missing. 

Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


3. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the recitation "a thin film of nano catalyst is coated on the surface of 
said meshed stainless steel plate" is confusing as whether one of the plates or all plates is 
(are) coated since all the plates are meshed stainless plates and since the plate is recited 
in singular. Also, the recitation "the surface" there lacks antecedent basis. The 
recitations "the bottom of said casing", "the bottom of said orientation air deflector", "the 
upper front side" and "the lower front side" lack antecedent basis. 
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In claim 4, the recitations "the power of a fan", "the speed modulation", "the high 
voltage 220V current", "the IC 2 and IC 3 ", "the waveform", "the pulse buffer level", "the 
outputted current" and "the magnitude of pulse signals" lack antecedent basis. The 
recitation "a nano catalyst' is confusing as to its relation with its identical earlier recited 
in claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.5.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Because the prior art references do not disclose a plasma nano catalytic 
disinfecting and purifying apparatus the provision of the recited plasma reactor comprising 
an anion plate, an anion cathode plate, a plasma anode plate, and a plasma cathode plate 
sequentially from top to bottom where the plates are meshed stainless plates coated with 
a thin film nano catalyst in combination with other recited structures as claimed in claims 
1-4.
